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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 2,9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for falling to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 2, line 7 'the crusher section' has no proper 
antecedent basis. In claims 9, last line, the parenthesis should be deleted to avoid any 
confusion as to what is being positively claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1,2 4-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
EP In view of either Fhck or Conner '967. EP discloses the basic apparatus including 
separate subassemblies. No articulating means are provided which limits apparatus 
versatility. Both secondary references show the use of articulating means to aid in 
apparatus movement. In order to increase apparatus versatility, it would have been 
obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to modify EP by providing articulating means, 
taught to be desirable by Frick and Conner '967. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 4/2/09 concerning the claims rejected above have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The secondary references broadly 
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show the use of a single articulating means to improve apparatus movement. This is 
the basic invention in the rejected claims.
